Santiugi» to arrange terms for tbe sur­ 
render of the city. 


This proposition was wired to Secre­ 
tary Alger by Gen. Shafter and the 
heeretarv of the war d ?(mrtmenl, Gen. 
Corbin, and the pre.sideut held a con­ 
ference and considered the j)roposition. 
Alter thonoughly weigning tbe matter 
tbe conferees decided to decline the 
proposition and again sent word to 
Gen. Shafter that nothing but uncon­ 
ditional surrender must delay the bom­ 
bardment later than noon. 


Gen. Shafter. upon the receipt of the 
message from Washington, uotilied the 
Spaniards tbat their olYer for a com­ 
mission had been rejected and that only 
immediate 
and unconditional 
sur­ 
render would save the city. Gen. Toral 
promised to give answer within an 
hour.

The fire started In the varnish room, 
and so little w as thought of the blaze 
at first that th e men In th e room did 
not give the alarm , tlUnklng they could 
put it out w ithout the assistance of the 
fire departm ent. 
All of a sudden the 
fiâmes leaped out Into the main shop, 
and in a second they enveloped tho 
whol(‘ building, In w iikh were Im pris­ 
oned 100 men. 
Those on the ground 
floor had no trouble in escaping, and 
nuist of the men on the second floor 
got out wltluMit receiving any Injury. 
The workm en on the third floor were 
practically caught In a trap. S > sudden 
did the flames leach th ni th a t several 
were blinded ur sutYoc.nted by the smoke 
before help could reach them. 


D oom ed .Hen C ry for H elp. 
T hough the fire com pany was b u t a 
bItick aw ay the Inillding w as a m ass of 
flames before the d epartm en t arrived. 
Many of the w orkmen ai>peared In w in­

Korl/.lk. a m achinist who w as working 
on the second floor when the fir»' started, 
said:

.«tant, and all the men rushed for the 
windows and jum ped out."

OUR ÏELLOW ENEMÏ. 


Worse Than the Dons Is the 
Fever That Permeates the 
Cuban Atmosphere. 


SOLDIERS’ 
FBIENDS DISTRESSED.

The fire w as the w orst experienced by 
R a c i n e in m any years. 
T he scene was 
a fearful one. The sceam ing «)f relatives 
of the endangered w orkmen was pitiful. 
The first m an to leap from the third 
Htury was Joiin Keefe, and he w as so 
iiadly h u rt th a t he died In iifteen m in­ 
utes. G ustave Kennetzkl, a hunchback, 
v. as the secon<l, and his neck was broken 
iti the presence of n.OOO horrified people. 
Jam es D unlavey leaped from the second 
story and l»<*th of his legs wfc*re broken. 
Chris 1‘oulnen jumpf^d from the j^ecitnd 
fio(U’ and one leg w as broken and he 
.su.stained internal injuries. 


T hen George Case was seen to come 
headlong <»ut of the second fioor. He 
stru ck a telephone wire and fell to the 
walk badly iiurt. Albert Miller leaped 
and the crowd tried to catcli him, but 
his leg was broken In th e fall. 
John 
('arliti, an old man, was dropped from 
the second floor by younger men, and 
luckily he w as not hurt. Dozens of men 
and l)t»ys were seen flying through .^pace 
4»n every Hide of the bullidng. Some lay 
still afte r they stru ck the ground, and 
m any had to be carried aw ay. 
O thers 
who jum ped escaped w ith bruises and 
were ai>parently unhurt. 


All of this tim e flames were bursting 
from ihe windows an d doors and two 
men were seen to approach the east 
windows and then fall back, no doubt 
to their death. 
Dwelling houses and 
other buildings on opposite sides of the 
stre et caug ht flre, and a barn three 
l)locks aw ay caug ht from sp ark s and 
burned. 
It took the firemen two hours 
to get control of the blaze, and the im ­ 
mense plant w as a pile of wreckage, 
John Keefe, who w as killed, w as 51 
years old, m arried 
and leaves seven 
chidren. 
G us K ennetzki w as a single 
m an, aged 22. 
Adelbert Hollister, su p ­ 
posed to be dead, w as single, aged 17.

It was 
Boon after G o’clock in the morning 
that the train came in si^ht, movinj? 
along slowly from Si bony. 


It was composed of about30 cars, half 
of them gondolas, with a dozen small 
ore cars, one stock and one box car. 
Two locomotives 
were at the rear, 
pnshinji the tram. 
Kvery car was well 
lilled with soldiers of the 
and :i4th 
Michigan volunteers, standin»? up and j 
eittinj? on the sides of the cars 
They 
were in heavy marching order, wiih 
blankets and shelter tents shiny: across 
one shoulder, and knapi^ack and tiehl 
accoutrements. 


Tlie train ran up to witlnn a little 
more than a mile from the Ion*; bridL'^e. 
The men piled out and drew up beside 
tlie tracK. and at r»::54 lUe train re­ 
turned for its second loud. 


Three Cubans led tiiu advance, which 
wa:? alon^ the track for a '.‘onsideruble 
distance. 
Behind them came a ?mall 
body uf skirmisher», and then a lonjr 
double column of the division. 
Men 
marched (juiiikly, 
but sto{)ped often, 
and freiiuently sal down. In lio minutesi 
the Cuban scouts had reached 
the 
railroad water tank at the eastern end 
of a low point on that side of the 
San Juan river. 


Une of them climbed upon the tank, 
lowered the buckets on the line, and 
passed them to his comaades below. 
A 
few minutes later smoke rose from the 
place, as thoutjh the American scouts 
had insisted on the followini; the ad­ 
vice to boil all water before drinkintr 
it. 
Before the main division reached 
the tank the line of marcli was diver­ 
ted to the beach. 


The column appeared on the shore 
at 8:lU o'clock, and was headed by a 
lartre. black, lonjj-haired dojr, which al­ 
ternately dashed ahead, barkinjr, or 
rushed a little waj' into the .‘'Urf. and 
then settled into a dijinilied walk, as 
thou^»-h suddenly reminded of tiie im­ 
portance of his position. 
After a .•'hort 
march alon^ the beach, 
the

turned into the heavy underbrush at 
various p >ints and disappeared. 


Two volleys of musketry were heard 
from the troops at t>:07 o'clock, but 
could not be located definitely. 


The wi^^-wa}i siffnalin;/ by the troops 
was done by means of a Imnukercnief 
tied to a freshly cut btick.

nale«l that all would be ready for the 
attack when the second trainload of 
trooDs arrived.

the brush. 


The bombardment of the Spanish for- 
tilicati(jns at once betran, but the ad­ 
vance upon them by the troops was pre­ 
vented, as has heretofore been told, by 
the destruction of the bridge across tlie 
Sun .Juan river.

The wonders of rorgcry will, it seems, 
sever cease. Among the most important 
éàiievementa is the transplanting of 
tnnscles. This has been gucccssfnlly 
done in the caso of a patient who had 
for half a lifetime been unable to use 
one leg on account of paralysis occur­ 
ring in early childhood. 
The operation 
is thus described: “ A six inch loiigi- 
tndinal incision is made on the inner 
eide of the thigli, with tlio middle op­ 
posite the top of the patella. The sarto- 
rius is diKsected out, cut olï at it.s in- 
eertion, brought forward and attiiched 
to the muscular fasi’ia just above and a 
little to the inner side of the patella. 


“ The attachment mubt be made iirnily 
by splitting the fa.scia and drawinf? the 
muscle through, so tluit it becomes ad­ 
herent to both inner and outer surfaces. 
Kangaroo tendon is used for sutures, 
being the best material. 
Tlie wound is 
then closed, and the whole thigh is 
bandaged, and iinally a plaster of paris 
bandage, or a long splint, is applied. 
The patient is kept recumbent for two 
weeks at least, gentle motion is com­ 
menced at the end of tliree weeks, and 
the jdaster is entirely omitted at the 
end of from five to six weeks. This op­ 
eration has been performed several times 
with great success, the only failures oc­ 
curring where the muscles were imper­ 
fectly attached. This state of things 
was entirely remedied, however, in the 
later operations. ”—New York Ledger. 


Gnatomnia might easily sustain ten 
times its present population. The soil is 
rich and easily cultivated, and, unlike 
the other Central American republics, 
there is plenty of labor. 
Some parts of 
the country are quite thickly populated, 
but the others are covercd with dense 
forests and a variety of timber, which 
might be easily made marketable if 
means of tnuisportation were provided. 
But, although Goateuuila 
is much 
farther advanced than the rest of Cen­ 
tral America, her railway system does 
not exceed 250 miles; there is no inter­ 
nal navigation, and the wagon roads aro 
in a deplorable condition. The mineral 
wealth of tlio country is supposed to bo 
large, but it is only slightly developed. 
The mines are inacces.sible, and, in the 
absenco of modern machinery, which at 
present cannot be conveyed to them, 
cannot bo worked with profit. 


The government offers generous in­ 
ducements to inunigrants. 
The land 
laws are liberal, and efforts have been 
made from time to time to secure the 
establishment of colonie.s and the pre­ 
emption of public lands by private set­ 
tlers. 
But all the accessible area is at 
present occupied, and no foreigner can 
expect to prosper in Guatemala unle.ss ho 
has abundant capital which will enable 
him to purchase at high prices planta­ 
tions already developed.—Forum.

It says that tho colony has 
always played tho important and bril­ 
liant role in society^ chieiiy because 
most of the Americans w’ero “ Améri­

iDHlile of m M olecule. 


The New South Wales government 
analyst, William M. Hamlet, delivered 
tho presidential address iu tho section 
of chemistry at the recent meeting of 
the Australian Association For tho Ad­ 
vancement of Science, tho subject being 
“ Tho JMolecular JVIechanism of an Elec­ 
trolyte. ” 


Ho defined an electrolyte as a body in 
solution or state of fusion, capable of 
being instanti'ously decomposed by a 
current of electricity, and he claimed 
that if tho explanation he offered was 
ade<iuato for tho electrolyte it mu.st 
hold good for tho constitution of the 
matter in tho univer.se, so that the 
treatise on tho electrolyte has a most 
important scientifio bearing. The meth­ 
od of inve.stigating the action of one 
body upon any otlier, ho reminded his 
audience, was brought to a high degree 
of accuracy by tho innnortal work of 
Sir Isaac Newton. 
Ho alluded to somo 
observations of the late Profe.ssor Clif­ 
ford, made over 20 years ago, this au­ 
thority renjarking, almost prophetical­ 
ly, “ Wo can look forward to tho time 
w’hcu tho structure and motions in tho 
insido of a molecule will bo so well 
known that somo future Kant or Laplace 
will be able to make an hypothesis 
about the history and formation of mat* 
ter.”—Natnro.

Mrs. F. B. Cury of this city has just 
rocelveil a letter from her husband, 
W. G. Cary, who is u member of the 
Dusty Diaiiiond ijold company, the 
members of which arc now at the 
mouth of the Yukon river. The letter 
ie a long: one aud was written on sev­ 
eral dayg begfinnin^ May •{!. 


Mr. Cary writes that his [)urty left 
Seattle May 10 in tow of a tu;^ and ar- 
rivioif at Port Townsend they dropjied 
anchor as tide and wind were against 
them. They soon put out to sea uiiuin 
and for two weeks wore tossed by a 
coQtinuous gale. 


•‘After clearinjr Cape Flattery the 
first thin" to call our attention was a 
Bchool of porpoise playing about. 
Not 
one of our crowd, with the exception of 
Capt. Bie^ar svhohad been to sea, had 
over seen them before. There were 
birds of the i?ull species called by the 
sailors 
“Gunie” 
or “Goone,”' the 
stormy 
Petrel 
called by “ Mother 
Cary’s Chickens,’’also the “seatrcese ” 
The two last are handsome little bird^. 
T he sroone, I’m not authority on this 
name and spell It as it sounds, isalar^'e 
lino lookint^ bird almost as lar^e as a 
foose. W e have caught quite a num* 
ber of them put tugfs upon them, made 
of wood or canvas, with the name of 
ship corporation, date, latitude and 
longitude, and let them tro. The man* 
ner of catching them is to bait a tish 
book with pork. In trying to get the 
moat they get caught in the under part 
of the bill and are drawn overboard. It 
docs not hurt them any. The second 
day out we run into a school of whale. 
T hat was a sight for most of us. To 
seo the big brutess|K)rting about, jump­ 
ing, diving, blowing, tills one with a 
sort of awe of the wonders of the deep. 


“For the most time it has been one 
vast monotony for tlie majority of us, 
but as for myself 1 lake matters as they 
'Come. 
The most of our men never 
road aud consequently have nothing to 
think about but their inconveinces. 
Time hangs heavy on their hands. 
Many of them, no doubt, hi^d their part 
pictured out as something like a pleas­ 
an t trip, .and they arc disappointed. 
Many have been very sick but all have 
entirely recovered with the exception 
of one. 


“On the morning of May 28 1 was 
awakened early by someone saylnj? 
that a sailor had dlud during the mid­ 
dle watch, which is between midnight 
and4 in the morning. 
I went on deck 
and found such to be the case. 
He 
was a colored man from Cape Verde 
islands. The physician pronounced it 
a ease of heart failure. The dead body 
was sewed up in a canvass shroud and 
launched about 11 o’clock. The cap­ 
tain read a few verses from the Bible, 
“ Nearer My God to Thee” was sung, 
one end of the plank was elevated and 
the body duly weiy:hted took its iiual 
plunge. For a time all seemed to feel 
very sad but it soon wore oti.” 


The last of the letter was written 
after the party had reached Dutch 
Harbor on June 10. The harbor af­ 
fords 
an 
excellent shelter. 
Other 
vessels that had tried to make St. 


. Michaels this spring w’ere found io 
Dutch Harbor, having been driven 
back there by the icebergs. Speaking 
of Dutch Harbor Mr. Cary writes: “ 1 
have been ashore and found quite a 
settlement, composed of Americans, 
Scandaoavians 
and 
Indians. 
The 
Russians are here also. Everything 
hero is owned or controlled by the 
Alai^ka commercial company who at 
one time owned all the «eal fisheries 
In the region. We are not positive 
how long we will stay here. Reports 
are contlicting concerning the ice.

enclose a few wild Uowers 
which 
strange to say are more profuse than 
they are in Seattle.”

ELECTION BETS. 


Suprem e C ourt Say« They C annot Be 
Colleoted. 


Lansing, .July 
14.—The 
supreme 
court has decided that an election does 
not fall within the legal definition of a 
game. 
Peter 
Lassen 
brought suit 
against Benjamin Ivarrer to recover 
$500 lost by betting on the result of an 
election. 


At the common law one who lost 
money in orohibited betting or gambl­ 
ing could not recover, the rule in the 
absence of a statute covering the sub­ 
ject will leave the parties to the trans­ 
action where it tinds them. This has 
been so universally held, the court 
says, that it is not necessary to support 
the proposition by authority. 


The court below, however, held that 
Lassen has a right to sue to recover, 
under the Michigan statute of 1877, 
which provides that “any person that 
shall lose any sum of money or any 
goods or articles of value by playing or 
betting on cards or by any other device 
in the nature of such playing and bet- 
tiny:, and shall pay or deliver the same 
to the winner, the person so paying or 
delivering the same may sue for aud 
recover for ‘•'ueh money.” 


The single ciuestion, therefore, w'as 
whether betriug on the result of an 
election i.>i within the words of this 
statute. The court thinks not. 


“The most extended 
construction 
permissable would limit this language 
(•money lost in betting on a game of 
cards, or a device in the nature of such 
gam e’) to betting on games of cards 
played by those who made the wager 
or by others, or betting on some other 
game of chance or skill. 
An election 
does not fall within the detinition oT a 
gam e.”

Among tho many articles made from 
cork \vasto is tho fanjiliar cork gi’ip for 
bicyclo handles. 
By a secret preeess 
tho w’aste is pressed into the requiied 
shape, aud, strange to say, tho grips thus 
mado aro stronger an«l more durable 
than those manufaciured from cork 


w o (k1, althou^di the latter gives a much 
smoother Ihiish. Cork slabs for insulat­ 
ing purpose.s, life pn!.'<ervers, cork soles 
and insoles and penholders aro also 
nuulo from cork waste. It is very large­ 
ly used for a filler in tho lining of cold 
storajufo and ice houses, sinco cork is a 
noue( inductor of heat. 


Another ami a unifp.io uso of cork is 
that to which it is put in tho interior 
ironwork and i)lates of ironclads and 
steamers between the bottom of the ves­ 
sel and the second (»r false floor in order 
to prevent rust. The interior surface of 
the irt)nwork is cojited with paint, and 
while tho latter is still w’et it is pow­ 
dered with cork dust in the same way 
that wood is sandeii to rt;semble stone. 
The waste simietimes takes tho place of 
asbestus in covering steam pipes. 
Both 
cork wood aud waste make a very de­ 
sirable handle or grip for fish poles, 
which is a comparativcdy recent idtni. 
Cork hats and lielnnits, gill or seine 
corks, ring buoys and mooring buoys, 
cork fenders forve.ssels and cork caps or 
wa.shers for tops of cans represent also 
sonu) of the uses of this article.—New 
York Commercial Adverti.ser.

A writer in Knowledge describes tho 
interesting oijerations of tho beo called 
tho “ leaf cutter. ” This insect drills in 
a sand bunk a hole 10 inches deep and 
half an inch in diameter and divides it 
into about a dozen compartments or 
cells. Each coll is composed of pieces of 
leaf, cut into proper shapes aud care> 
fully (Ittod together. 
Rose leaves and 
sweet i>ea leaves aro among the favorites 
of tho bees. 


Tho cntting is done with tho jaws, 
while tho six legs hold tho leaf in posi* 
tion and enable the insect to turn itself 
about with the precision of a pair of 
compiisses. 
Some of tho cut pieces are 
perfect circles. Others aro oblong Hgures 
of varying proportions. Having cut out 
the segment of leaf, an operation re 
qniring about 30 seconds, the bee car 
ries it to the sand bank and then re 
turns for more materials. When a pieco 
has been nearly cut off, tbe bee, in or 
der to prevent tearing, poises itself in 
the air with its wings and completes 
the operation with a clean cut.
